REVIEWING 30 YEARS as director of parks and rec- 


reation, Harold Brawn examines documents related to the growth 


of the park district

“All my life I wanted this job,” 
said Director of Parks and 
Recreation Harold Brown, 
reviewing the’ nearly 30 years in 
which he has guided the develop- 
ment and progress of the Granite 
City ‘Park System. “I have been 
fortunate enough to have had good 
park boards with which to work. If 
you don’t have that, you don’t haye 
anything,”’ he believes. 

Brown has informed the park 
board of his intention to retire next 
spring. When he retires, he will have 
served the district for more than 30 
years. 

Brown had training in his field 
when he was drafted into the Army 
in 1942. He was assigned to a special 
service department in Florida, 
where he served as the recreational 
director for a hospital post 

Brown coordinated recreational 
activities for the hospital and 
secured USO (United Service 
Organization) entertainment for the 
staff and patients. 

When he returned to Granite City 
after his discharge from the Army in 
1946, there were no organized park 
softball leagues. 

In 1952, Brown approached the

board and asked for permission to 
coordinate nine area teams and be 
responsible for the coordination of 
these groups. Today, the park soft- 
ball program has grown to some 106 
teams. 

Board members agreed: to hire 
Brown as an athletic director on a 
part-time basis. He maintained this 
position until 1959, when he replaced 
the former director, combining the 
jobs of assistant director and 
director into one job. 

“This has been my dream,” said 
Brown. He believes that one of the 
reasons for his progress is his love of 
the work 

While .speaking to classes at 
Southern Illinois University at both 
Carbondale and Edwardsville, 
Brawn stresses the need -for this 
dedication to the work. “I tell the 
students that if they are looking for a 
9 to'5 job, or big money, and do not 
really love the work, get out of it,” 
said Brown. 

He also maintains that without the 
cooperation of a park board that 
understands the needs of the com- 
munity, many of the ac 
complishments achieved during hi: 
career could not have been com- 
pleted. “« I did not do all these things

Three mobile. homes in Kaseberg 
Park were overturned, and-many cars 
in that area were damaged by fallen 
trees. A woman’ was trapped inside of 
an overturned mobile home, but was 
rescued by the Long Lake Volunteer 
Fire Department.

police radios could be operated. 

Grigsby Junior High School was 
closed Monday because if also was 
without electricity. 

A tree was réported to have crashed 
into a house in Venice after being 
uprooted by the gusty winds. 

Illinois Power Co. reported that at the 
peak of the storm (about 3 a.m, Mon- 
day) approximatly 4,800 IP customers 
were without power. 

Within four hours, 75 percent of the 
4,800 who were affected, “had power 
restored. By 3 p.m. Monday 300 people 
were still without electricity, mainly 
those whose homes are supplied with 
power by individual transformers...

Fund outlook gloomy; end pre-school.

With the financial outlook darkening, 
the Granite City Board of Education 
voted Tuesday night to end its pre- 
school program for four-year-olds. 

Whether the soon-to-close Pre-School 
Center, formerly the Logan School 
Annex, can be utilized instead for an 
expanded Head Start program serving 
four-year-olds will be explored im- 
mediately by school administrators for 
possible fall implementation. 

The current pre-school instruction, 
serving 111 children from six of the 13. 
grade school areas, was praised by all 
as being beneficial to youngsters. 

Lack. of funds prompted Tuesday’s 
final action ‘on’ the twice-postponed 
decision to suspend it after the 1980-81 
year. The negative action was taken 
despite parent and teacher requests 
this week to continue’ pre-school in 1981- 


Assistant Supt. Frank Kraus said an 
up-to-date study of revenue prospects 
shows the district will receive $644,000 
less federal funding next year and 
between $200,000 and $500,000 less state 
aid 

Dale C. Rea, assistant to the 
superintendent, said, ‘I genuinely 
regret the necessity for asking the 
board to approve discontinuation of the 
pre-school portion of our, federal 
(Elementary and Secondary Education 
Act) Title I program as well as. the 
nursing component. 

“At the same time, I am requesting 
board authorization to prepare the 
application for our 1981-82 grant 
providing for continued operation of the 
elementa:y school reading program at 
the six designated centdrs and the 
remedial reading program at Coolidge 
and Prather junior high schools, as well 
as the remedial mathematics program 
at Prather 


“The entire $490,000 budget provided 
in the application shcald be covered by 
the anticipated grant. Approval at this 
time will permit us to meet the June 1 
deadline established by the state.” 

Supt. B. J. Davis:said he concurs with 
Rea’s “rationale for curtailment of 
services in Title I Pre-School,” and 
recommended an affirming vote. 
Approving were George Moore, 
Thomas Miofsky, David Partney and’ 
Robert Maxwell, with Donald Stucke 
dissenting. Monroe Worthen was ab- 
sent, and new Alderman Stephen 
Saltich resigned from the board earlier 
Tuesday evening. 

Davis commented that to continue 
remedial instruction—while 
eliminating the pre-school that he 
helped establish—is the best action 
available at this time. He added, 
“Following the recommendations that 
were presented to us at the last board 
meeting would do more harm to all 


programs than would curtailing the one 
program.” 

Parents had proposed keeping) the 
pre-school, but in skeleton form, and 
reducing remedial instruction. About 20 
parents attended Tuesday night to 
renew their request. 

The Rev. Clayton Moorman of Faith 
Baptist Church again was the 
spokesman. He said he feels the latest 
administrative report was unfair‘in its 
approach and may have misinterpreted 
some of his suggestions. 

Rea said the original administrative 
recommendation calls for serving 434 
children at a first-year cost per pupil of 
$745. 

Under the parents’ Plan 1, the 
remedial program would serve 335 at a 
cost of $1,068 each, and under Plan 2 
there would be 279 children at a cost of 
$1,177 each.

Single county union election

The Madison County Board voted 15-9 
Wednesday to conduct a single 
collective bargaining election among 
county governmental employees 
Tuesday, June 16, from 8 a.m. to 6-p.m. 
at the County Courthouse. | 

An alternative plan defeated 
yesterday called for two elections, to 
decertify the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 

employees union June 2 as a prelude to 
three June 16 ballot options- 
Teamsters, AFSCME or no union. 

It was decided informally that the 
AFSCME by its own action already has 
abrogated any claim it might have had 
to being the sole existing bargaining 
unit. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Marshall 
Smith favored a two-election approach, 
but doubt was voiced that decer- 
tification could be proposed without a 
specific petition to hold such a vote. The 
Teamsters have filed a petition seeking 
an election. 

County Board Chairman Nelson 
Hagnauer successfully urged that the 
board decide without further delay so 
that the bargaining process for the 1981 
fiscal year can proceed. 

Board Member William Webb ob- 
jected to allowing non-member 
“freeloaders’’ to vote on union 
representation, 


considerafidn. A similar ordinance was 
presented to the council several years 
ago, but was never brought up for final 
passage due to opposition from several 
sectors of the community 

If the new ordinance is adopted, the 
city would have to appoint, a- building 
commissioner to administer the 
program and the mayor would have to 
appoint a new Board of Appeals to hear 
objections from citizens who disagree

An exhibition of 32 vintage 
prints: from the Hallmark 
Photographic Collection 
entitled, ‘‘Lewis Hine: 
Human Documents’’ will 
hang in the East Gallery of 
the Old Courthouse in St.

June 14, The Gallery will be 
open to the-public- from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. daily. 

Mid-America Arts 
Alliance of Kansas City 
organized the exhibit. 

Lewis Wilkes Hine, born in 
Oshkosh, Wis. in 1874, began 
using the camera as an 
‘educational tool around 1904. 
His first project was the 
documentation of the Ellis 
immigrants. From 
this project on, Hine’s in- 
terest in social issues 
dominated his life. 

He: photographed New 
York Tenement Homework 
for the National Child Labor 
Committee, slum conditions 
in Washington, D.C., sheet 
trades in Connecticut, 
glassmaking in New Jersey, 
cotton mills in Alabama, the 
oyster packing industry in 
Louisiana, and child labor 
conditions in many. states 
and industries. 

He became the most 
successful photographer of 
social welfare in the country, 
and his photographs are said 
to have had an important 
role in the reform of child 
labor laws in the United 
States. Hine died in 1940.

Food shortages still a concern 


With recent record grain 
crops in the United” States 
and relatively good weather 
in many parts of the world, 
much. of the concern over 
world fodd shortages has 
faded. 

But it shouldn't have, 
warns an. agricultural 
economist at Southern 
Winois University at Car- 
bondale. 

Walter J. Wills, professor 
of agribusiness economics in 
the SIUC School of 

riculture, says population 
in lesser developed countries 
(LDCs) of the world has 
continued to outstrip food 
production. 

Wills also notes that as the 
U.S. seeks to increase its 
marketing of farm goods 
overseas the problems 
facing these nations will 
become increasingty im- 
portant to U.S. farmers. 

In addition, the U.S 
government will face dif- 
ficult decisions on food 
reserves export policies, 
grain price supports and the 
relationships. these topics

“Population growth in the 
LDCs is about 2.4 percent per 
year,” Wills said. “It is 
estimated that by 2000 these 
countries will have about 92 
percent of the world’s 
population grovth. Even 
now, some 73 percent of the 
total world population is in 
these countries.”’ 

The food shortage in the 
LDCs is real, Wills points 
out. Just the grain shortage 
in the LDCs is expected to 
exceed 120 million tons by 
1990 

Standing in the way of 
easing the shortage — which 
creates widespread 
malnutrition are such 
problems as distribution, 
money, to buy food, 
educational support in 
teaching: nutritional con- 
cepts and a lack of adequate 
food reserves in the many 
nations, Wills said 

Many LDCs that already 
have stretched credit to the 
brink of default may be 
forced into restructuring 
their dept, Wills said.

Before he can issue an occupancy 
permit, he must inspect each dwelling 
unit and find it free of defects, including 
structural defects, rodent or insect 
infestation or electrical, plumbing or 
The‘ building 
commissioner would be able to order 
the repair of deficiencies and would 
have to certify that the repairs had 
been satisfactorily completed before 
issuing an occupancy permit, if the 
ordinance is approved, 

The requirement for-an occupancy 
permit would not affects homes con- 
tinuing with their present occupants, 
but forbids a change of occupants 
witHout ari inspection and permit. 

Where the building inspector finds 
deficiencies, the ordinance stipulates, 
“Tt shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corpgration to hereafter occupy 
or for any owner or agent thereof to 
permit the occupation of any building, 
or addition thereto, or part thereof, for 
any purpose, until a certificate of oc- 
cupancy has been issued by the building 
commissioner.’” 

Another provision of the ordinance, 
however, might pertain to currently 
occupied housing units, whether or not 
there is a change of occuparty. It 
states: 

“The building commissioner shall 
make or cause to be made inspections 
to determine the conditions of 
dwellings...in order to safeguard the 
safety morals and welfare of the public 
under the provisions of this code. 

“The building commissioner is 
authorized to enter any dwelling, 
dwelling unit, multi-family dwelling, 
rooming house or any premises at any 
reasonable time for the purpose of 
performing his duties under this code. 

“The owner, operator or occupant of 
every dwelling...or’ other person in 
charge thereof, shall give the building 
commissioner free access thereto and 
to all parts thereof and to the premises 
on which it is located at all reasonable

There are no apparent remedies for 
persons ‘wishing to sell or rent 
properties which do not meet the or- 
dinance’s specifications for size or 
rooms or other structural 
specifications. 

In order for a piece of property to be 
sold or rented, bedrooms must have at 
least 70 square feet of floor space for 
one person and.100 square feet for two 
persons, any floor containing two or 
more bedrooms must have a bathroom 
on that floor which can be reached from 
each without passing through another 
bedroom, the ceilings of all habitable 
rooms must be at least seven feet, four 
inches high, except for attics and top- 
half stories, and basements may not 
contain bedrooms, unless there are 
adequate windows to ground level, they 
have toilets in the basements and they 
meet certain size and height 
requirements. 

Houses and apartments having in- 
sufficient window areas would Have to 
install additional windows before they 
could be rented or sold. The ordinance 
would require a minimum of 10 square 
feet of window area in each habitable 
room and the window area must equal, 
at least 10 percent of the floor space in 
each room. 

All bathrooms must have an openable 
window or mechanical veitilation ‘to 
the roof, the ordinance specifies.

Housing authority answers 
charges of discrimination 


By EDGURNEY 

Officials of the Madison 
County Housing Authority 
are describing as unfounded 
statements by the federal 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development that the 
authority’ appears to be 
discriminating against 
blacks and is segregating the 
races in its housing units. 

Authority Executive 
Director Janet Haroian said 
she would ask HUD by letter 
for ‘support and 
justification” of some of the 
allegations made in its April 
30 letter. “Some of these 
questions aré a little bit hard 
to. answer (because of 
vagueness),’’ authority 
board member Richard 
Hunter of Glen Carbon said 
‘Thursday night. 

The letter came after an 
inspection tour about two 
months ago. by, three’ staff 
members of HUD’s regional 
office in Chicago. Mrs. 
Haroian declined to make 
available to the press a copy 
of the HUD letter until she 
had drafted the authority’s 
response. 

According to Mrs. 
Haroian, the HUD letter 
Pointed.out that three of the 

* authority's four projects for 
the elderly are 100. percent 
white and that the fourth, the 
May Building in Edward- 
sville,-is 90 percent white. 

The letter also stated that 
only. ‘fine percent ‘of the 
residents in the authority’s 
Section 8 program. (sub- 
sidized housing units in 

various parts of the county) 
are black, Mrs. Haroian 
said, In addition, HUD said it 
appeared the projects made 
up mostly of blacks are not 
maintained as well’ as the 
white majority projects: 

* Mrs. Haroian said “there 

are several reasons she” 

questions the inspection. by 

HUD’s_ regional office’ and 

the letter that ‘followed.’ 

“One, 8he said, is that the 
‘area’ office of HUD (below 
the regional office ‘in’ :the 
organizational structure) 
had just made a’ similar 
Anspection and found no 
Bimilar problems, - even 
though it was given the same 
information.

not apply to live in the 
elderly projects. She 
adamantly stated it is not 
because efforts are not made 
to tell them that the projects 
are available. 

Some elderly blacks ap- 
parently apply to live in 
regular family units because 
they want to stay in the areas 
where they have relatives. 

It also is uncertain why 
more blacks do not apply to 
the Section 8 program, 
Harolan said. 

However, she noted that in 
the Section 8 program an 
applicant must find a 
housing unit that meets 
certain minimum standards. 
It is simpler to apply for 
residency in the con- 
ventional housing projects. 

Mrs. Haroian believes it is 
unfair’ to compare the 
maintenance of the black 
majority and white majority 
projects. The predominantly 
white projects are for the' 
elderly and, for that reason, 
are not going to meet the 
maintenance of family units, 
which are mostly black. 

In addition, residents at 
the family projects are 
responsible for taking care 
of their yards while the 
elderly ‘do not have 
responsibility for the 


grounds at their projects 
Mrs. Haroian said. 

HUD pointed out the nee: 
for electrical and sewe 
system improvements at th 
black majority projects 
Mrs. Haroian said th 
authority has requeste:

“It was indicated from a junior high 
source that all of the children in Title I 
at that level are served as the result of 
an identified need, which is not true of 
pre-school. 

“An elementary school source said it 
would be preferable to reduce the 
number of schools served, even if it 
meant their own school would no longer 
be served by pre-school; rather than 
reduce the number of elementary 
reading teachers. 

“Alternatives suggested in Rev. 
Moorman’s proposal would destroy the 
effectiveness of two major parts of our 
present program. 

“Elimination of pre-school will 
permit us to preserve the elementary 
reading program and other portions of 
Title I in a form which will effectively 
serve the needs of children in the Title I 
schools, This will continue the stability 
of the program which has contributed 
significantly to its past effectiveness. 

“Staff support for the original 
recommendation was overwhelming, It 
was approved by the district-wide 
Parent Advisory Council by a vote of 15 
to 3-of the members attending.” 

Supt. Davis said he believes parents 
would have been at the board meeting 
to defend remedial instruction if it was 
being altered. - 

Shirley Stoll, president of Federation 
of. Teachers Local 743, said 10 of 12 
teachers in Title I—consulted last 
Thursday—favored submitting two 
alternate proposals. i 

The two were outlined to the board by 
a pre-school teacher, Emalou Boyer, 
who said the first would eliminate two 
junior high teachers, two full-time pre- 
school aides and the pre-school building 
and custodian. 

The second proposal would curtail 
about one-third of existing Title I 
programs, including a junior high in- 
structor, two elementary reading 
teachers, a pre-school teacher and two 
full-time aides: 

Supt. Davis said the proposals were 
received at 4:30 p.m. Tuesday and 
failed to go through normal channels 
from the faculty to Title I Director Ruth 
Lahr and then Rea and himself. He 
added that preschool has been in 
jeopardy since March and that mid- 
May timing of. detailed alternative 
proposals is inappropriate. 

Mrs. Stoll said the procedures and 
“last-minute”. timing resulted from 
misunderStandings and were not in- 
tentional, Davis responded that motives 
of one party should,not be rationalized 
while motives of another party are 
challenged 

Rey. Moorman said a 1980 study, 
“Young Children Grow Up,” by 
Lawrence J. Schweinhart and David P. 
Weikart found that pre-schoolers when 
they complete high school are found to 
like school better, progress faster and 
cause fewer problems than those who 
did not|attend pre-school. 

The study found that basic ; in- 
telligence was not altered but that those

with pre-school help became stronger, 
more independent and more ambitious 
students. 

Rev. Moorman also cited a Ypsilanti 
Perry pre-school “‘lifetime’’ project 
which found that children aided by pre- 
school scored higher on reading, aritl- 
metic and language achievement tests 
at all grade levels, attaining a full 
grade advantage by age 15. Other 
Ypsilanti Perry findings: 

—Only 19 percent of pre-schoolers 
were placed in special classes, as 
against 39 percent who lacked pre- 
school. 

—There was less anti-social behavior 
in school and outside of school. 

—Pre-school costs saved special 
education costs and the expense of 
other special services, and also 
provided savings for society in the form 
of lower delinquency rates. 

—There are projections of higher 
high school completion rates, greater 
employment, less tendency to utilize 
welfare,.and lower arrest frequency. 

The pastor concluded by urging 
retention of pre-school if at all possible. 
He said his May 5 suggestions were 
intended to stimulate study by the 
school staff to develop alternatives, 
rather than to be adopted as submitted. 

Mrs. Stoll urged viewing of-a film on 
the topic. 

Mrs. Boyer said she feels some junior 
high remedial services could be 
provided through special education; 
administrators present disagreed. 

A junior high school teacher 
suggested scheduling of hour-long 
rather than half-hour remedial classes 
but Rea cited a federal requirement 
that the program “‘supplenient rather 
than supplant” existing school classes. 

Some in the audience indicated their 
belief that junior high remedial in- 
struction is not proving to be effective. 

Rea said that while prevention of 
problems is better than remediation—a 
point made by Mrs. Boyer—a high 
turnover in enrollment at Title I schools 
means that many who obtain remedial 
help here were not Granite City 
residents when of pre-school age. 

He added that the fifth.day in pre- 
school teachers’ weekly schedule. is 
used for necessary testing, conferences 
and work with individual students. 

Partney said the Head Start pre- 
school that is operated by Madison 
County—with federal funds that are not 
being cut—rents classroom space at 
Central Christian Church here as well 
as office space in Alton. 

At Partney’s suggestion, with other 
board members agreeing, Acting 
President Moore directed the ad- 
ministration to/confer with Head Start 
officials on the possibility of utilizing 
the school system’s Title I pre-school 
facilities, 

Hope was expressed that if Head 
Start is able to save rental costs, it 
might be able to accommodate more 
Granite City children than the 80 it is 
scheduled to serve next fall 

Mrs. Boyer said local pre-school 
teachers have master degrees and 
operate in conformity with the Illinois 


School Code, in contrast to the 
qualifications and methods of Head 
Start instructors. 

She added that selection standards 
defining eligible children differ, and 
that some in Head Start are three-year- 
olds. Different constituencies are 
served, even among the four-year-olds, 
making it hard for one program to 
substitute for the other, she told the 
board 

Miofsky commented that both types 
of pre-school have advantages and 
disadvantages and that the school 
district is not describing Head Start as 
superior to the program offered by the 
district. 

Mrs. Stoll verified that while School 
Board members have visited the Title I 
pre-schodl, no board members present 
had seen Head Start pre-school classes 
in operation. 

Mrs. Lahr expressed familiarity with 
Head Start, saying she serves on its 
county advisory board. Two groups are 
served daily, each being fed a meal and 
a snack, she said. 

Research discussed at the board 
meeting showed that 28 of the Title I 
pre-schoolers have greater ability than 
the targeted group and technically do 
not need pre-school, but that all benefit 

Supt. Davis said that with present 
financial prospects, continuation of pre- 
school—by using local funds to un- 
derwrite shrinking federal 
allocations—would harm every other 
school program 

He added that while pre-school is the 
topic under consideration this spring, it 
may prove necessary to reduce or end 
other school services. 

Miofsky told parents at the meeting 
that elimination of programs is 
distasteful to board members, and that 
closing of three grade schools two years 
ago also had been a difficult decision. 

Supt. Davis said the district's: pre- 
school is ‘excellent’ and that he would 
not recommend its closing unless 
closing was essential. 

Maxwell stressed the comprehensive 
nature of administrators’ review of. 
cost-cutting options and voiced faith in 
their judgment 

Partney said he resided for 22 years 
in the West Granite City area, where 
the pre-school center is located, adding 
that he nevertheless feels its con- 
tinuation in the face of federal cutbacks 
would be unfair to all neighborhoods of 
the district, including West Granite. 

Board policy calls for it to utilize 
locally-derived tax funds for programs 
that serve all grades and all geographic 
areas, in contrast to federal programs 
that can be earmarked to benefit 
certain areas or families determined to 
be in financial need 

A discussion brought out that while 
there is no correlation between wealth 
and educational ability, many families 
in middle-income neighborhoods can 
afford to send their four-year-olds to 
pre-school centers that charge tuition, 
while poorer families cannot 

Kindergarten, for five-year-old boys 
and girls, originally was an optional 
offering but for many years has been a 
mandated part of school services

Referring to a movement 
in the state legislature to 
increase funding to the 
Illinois Department of 
Transportation (IDOT) 
through higher gasoline 
taxes or other tax formula, 
Mayor Paul Schuler stated, 
“We have them in a bit of a 
fix asking for more money 
for IDOT. Also. Nameoki 
Road needs repairs. We will 
try to ‘get them both 
(Nameoki and Missouri 
Avenue) done,” the mayor 
told the council. 

Discussion of the’ condition 
of state routes through the 
city came after 
correspondence from IDOT 
indicated it would pay the 
city $1,429 this year to 
maintain Missouri Avenue. 

City Engineer Monroe 
Brewer explained that 
Missouri Avenue was built 
under a state bond program 
which called for the state to 
build the road as Route 3 and 
for the city to: maintain it 
with funds provided by the 
state 

The funding formula in 
that agreement would allow 
the city only $1,429 to 
maintain the road this year, 
including pothole repairs, 
curbing, snow removal, salt 
and other costs, which is 
inadequate, Brewer said. 

The state moved Route 3 to 
the old Route 151 just west of 
Missouri Avenue and has 
been attempting to give the 
old Route 3 roadway to the 
city, but state law says that 
the roadway must be in good 
condition or the city does not 
have to accept ownership of 
it

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Myths believed by young 
create problems for aged 


(This is the twelfth in a 
series of fifteen articles 
exploring ‘‘The Nation’s 
Health.”’ In this article, 
Carroll L. Estes, director of 
the Aging Health Polity 
Center at the University of 
California, San Francisco, 
discusses social and 
economic conditions that 
contribute to health 
problems for the aged.

America is rapidly 
becoming an aging society. 

One in every’ nine 
Americans today is 65 years 
of age or older. In the past 
decade, the death rate 
among people over 65 fell 14 
percent. 

If death rates remain 
unchanged, our aged 
population will grow from its 
present 23 million to 32 
million by the year 2000. 

Many of us regard this 
aging trend with some 
alarm. We tend to conceive 
of aging as a: biologically 
determined process of 
inevitable physical and 
mental decline. 

As a result, we often view 
the elderly as different from 
the rest of us. 

We stereotype them as 
unproductive, dependent 
people who require high-cost 
services to cope with their 
circumstances. 

Such perceptions of aging 
and the aged are grossly 
inaccurate. Public policies 
as well as_ individual 
behaviors that flow from 
such false notions do great 

mage to the aged and can 
adversely affect their health. 

Our perceptions and 
policies define old people as 
a major societal problem. 
But, in fact, it is society's 
treatment of old people that 
is the primary problem. 

Our behavior toward the 
old converts a chronological 
process and biological state 
into a social problem. 

What then, are the 
realities of aging? 

What can social science 
tell us about factors that will 
affect our health as we get 
older. And what can a better 
understanding of these 
factors contribute to a 
healthier tomorrow? 

BIOLOGICAL VS. SOCIAL 
PROBLEMS, 

Social science research 
tells us that chronological 
aging creates no dramatic 
changes in personality or 
behavior — assuming one is 
able to maintain-reasonable 
continuity in health, 
lifestyle, and social support. 

The old are a 
heterogeneous lot, and there 
is no single pattern of aging. 

There are _ biological 
changes with aging. But 
many of _ these are 
aggravated by Illness and 
the stresses imposed as we 
grow older. 

Mental deterioration with 
age is not inevitable, nor 
does it occur in most cases. 

Old age is accompanied by 
a ‘greater burden of chronic 
illness, disability, and ac- 
tivity limitation than youth 
or middle age, but these 
problems are not unique to 
old age. 

The role and status of the 
aged are detemined more by 
our perceptions and 
misperceptions, and the 
policies that flow from these 
— such as mandatory 
retirement and the economic 
dependency it creates — 
than by the aging process 
itself. 

The major tribulations of 
old age are: a dramatic 
reduction in income (from 40 
to 50 percent); decreased 
power and social standing; 
the threat of economic and 
social dependency; and the 
increasing probability of 
suffering chronic illness. 

‘The elderly must cope with 
these problems precisely 
when they have lost. the 
support of loved ones 
through death or through 
moving away from a 
familiar environment. 

For minority aged, for 
women (who live an average 
of seven years longer than 
men and are more often 
alone), and of those who 
have been chronically poor, 
these problems are most 
severe. 

Poverty and economic 
dependence are the elderly’s 
greatest problems. 

One in three older persons 
—a total of eight million — is 

or near poor, according 
to federal classifications. 

Nearly one-fourth of the 
aged survive on incomes in 
the $3,000 range if single and 
‘on $3,900 or less for couples. 

After paying for housing, 
medicine and other 
necessities, four to five 
million older Américans 


have only about $1.66 per day 
left for food. 

Poverty has a devastating 
effect on health. 

The life stresses 
associated with poverty and 
the social burdens that 
poverty imposes are a 
continuous threat to the 
health and well-being of the 

r. 
The consequences of 
poverty for health status 
reveal themselves in higher 
rates of disabling illness, 
mental illness, and in- 
stitutionalization. 

Other social, en- 
vironmental, and behavioral 
factors also are significantly 
related to disease patterns, 
and society’s most disad- 
vantaged carry a greater 
burden of chronic’ illness 
than do others. 

This is especially true for 
the aged, for whom poverty 
is often assdiated with a loss 
of vital. family and social 
networks. 

Social science has found 
that support provided by 
family and close friends is as 
important as health-related 
behavior, such as exercise, 
in promoting. ‘health and 
well-being. 

Such people provide 
necessary, continuing care 
and help the elderly to avoid 
institutipnalization 

The role of social factors in 
institutionalization is shown 
in nursing home statistics. 

Only eight percent of 
residents are married with a 
living spouse; almost 50 
percent have no living 


spouse -or children; more, 


than 80 percent are below the 
poverty level; and an 
estimated 30 to 60 percent 
could be living.in the com- 
munity if they had adequate 
economic and social support. 

Also important in terms of 
health is the link between 
self-esteem and biological 
decline in old age. 

Negative myths about the 
old — that they are senile, 
useless, and sexless — have 
a force of their own. 

Psychologists ‘and 
sociologists have coined 
terms like ‘‘the looking glass 
self” and “the self-fulfilling 
prophecy” to describe how 
what peg think of us 
dramati€ally effects what 
we think of ourselves. 

INADEQUATE SERVI- 
CES, 

Most of our social and 
recreational services for the 
aged serve only a limited 
number of the elderly. 

Although the most im- 
portant program for the 
aged, Social Security, 
rescues more than half of old 
people from poverty, it 
leaves another third poor — 
and many dependent on 
means-tested . Supplemen- 
tary Security Income and 
food stamps. 

Medicare assures 
adequate access to medical 
care for millions of the 
elderly. But ‘it covers 
primarily acute hospital and 
physicians’ care, not the 
continuous care needed for 
pervasive chronic conditions 
and .for assistance in daily 
living 

For the poorest of the 
aged, Medicaid provides 
some’ additional benefits, 
primarily for prescription 
drugs, physicians’ bills, and 
nursing home costs. 

Yet, almost 50 percent of 
the poor aré not eligible for 


Medicaid “because of dif- 
ferences in eligibility 
standards from state to 
state. 

Government policies and 
research on aging focus 
primarily on studying, 
treating, ‘or changing the 
“faulty” individual — ap- 
proaching old age as if its 
problems were created 
entirely by the old -them- 
selves. 

Biomedical in emphasis, 
the government approach to 
old age reflects the power of 
medical interests, our faith 
in technical solutions for 
social problems, and 
Society’s misperception of 
aging as an inevitable, 
purely biological process of 
decline. 

It does little to distinguish 
between what is physical and 
what is social in old age, or 
what: is irreversible and 
what is reversible or 
preventable. 

We forget or ignore the 
research that substantiates 
that non-medical factors, 
such as income, housing and 
stress — factors’ over which 
the health care system has 
no control — create or 
exacerbate many of the 
problems of the elderly and 
account for most of the 
mortality and morbidity in 
all ages. 

Even senility, long con- 
sidered part of physical 
decline in old age, occurs for 
less than six percent and is 
often due to drugs, loss of 
social support, and 
depression, rather than 
irreversible organic changes 
in the brain. 

Current approaches that 
ignore the role of social and 
economic factors in the 
health of the elderly are, 
therefore, unlikely to im- 
prove the experience of 
being old for most 
Americans. 

An abundance of 
damaging sterrotypes 
requires a revision of our 
thinking to accord with the 
reality of old age and the 
aging process. 

We also need policy and 
research agendas that take 
account of ‘the growing 
importance of social and 
economic factors for the 
health of the aged. 

Policies based on the facts, 
rather than on the. myths 
that dominate our thinking, 
will contribute substantially 
to the health of older 
Americans.

For the first time in its 124- 
year history, Ilinois State 
University | at Normal- 
Bloomington is placing a 
deadline on former un- 
degraduate students seeking 
readmission to the in- 
stitution. 

Those former students will 
have until June 15 to submit 
their applications. The 
deadline date has been - 
necessitated by budgetary 
constraints, staff 
limitations, and anticipated 
high enrollments, in spite of 
ISU’s earlier efforts to cut 
off admissions for freshmen 
and transfer students. 

ISU had an on-campus 
enrollment exceeding 19,700 
this past fall. In spite of the 
curtailment measures 
already taken approved 
applications for new 
students for next fall are at 
9,315, an increase of 582 from 
the same time a year ago. 

Students affected by the 
new action are the un- 
dergraduates who 
previously attended the 
university but who were not 
in attendance for the spring 
semester of 1981. Those 
seeking admission to THE

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Child abuse:a massive problem for state and public 


We can recall years ago attending a 
Granite City inquest at which parents tried 
to minimize their cruelty toward their 
frequently-beaten deceased youngster, 
who had failed to survive a ‘‘fall down 
steps.” 

The problem of child abuse, both fatal 
and non-fatal, has not gone away with the 
passage of time but instead has grown 
much larger—if the statistics are accepted 
at face value. 

Although the huge numbers they contain 
are extremely disturbing, the reports may 
help reverse the trend if they get the kind 
of prolonged public attention they deserve. 

+++++ 

‘The Illinois Department of Children and 
Family Services recorded 632 children as 
abused or neglected during the 1968-69 
fiscal year. The figure increased in suc- 
ceeding years to 683, 719, 823 and 1,160, 
reaching 1,864 in 1973-74 and 2,793 the 
following year before soaring to 6,734 in 
1975-76. 

The sharp uptrend continued....9,183, 

* followed by 13,453 and 24,807 before 
climbing to 37,476 in 1979-80. The depart- 
ment projects 71,488 for the 1980-81 year 
and 80,850 for 1981-82, 

More comprehensive reporting, in- 
cluding mandatory ‘‘hotline’’ notifications 
by certain child care personnel, obviously 
are,a factor in the statistical increase 
Human nature may not have worsened 
that drastically. But the trend never- 
theless is saddening, alarming and 
frightening—truly devastating in its 
dimensions. 

The pattern can be read in more ways 
than one, With each year that unfolds, 
there are many more recorded cases of 
neglect and harm. to youngsters. But the 

. same statistics also show the department 
is strengthening its role as a protective 
services agency; each report has led to a 

* state response of one kind or another. 

The biggest percentage increase, 141 
percent, occurred between 1974-75 and ‘75- 
76. A key factor was passage of a revised 
Abused and Neglected Child Reporting Act 
which became effective. July 1, 1975. 

The state statute, rewritten partially to 
meet federal laws, regulations and 
financial incentives, has resulted in a 
continued increase in both the reasons for 
reporting and the classes of persons 
required to report. 

All cases of child abuse, malnutrition, 
neglect or injury reported to the depart- 
ment are investigated. Protective social 
services then are provided to prevent 
further abuses to the child, to safeguard 
his or her welfare, and to preserve and 
stabilize family life if possible. 

++4+++ 

The department itself, founded Jan. 1, 
1964, has changed markedly during the 
ensuing 174% years. 

The original purpose was to offer social 
services to children and their families, to 
operate children’s institutions, and to 
provide certain other rehabilitative and 
residential services. 

In 1971, it had jurisdiction over eight 
institutions~and the Division of Child 
Welfare. Since then, the operations of five 

< of those institutions have been transferred 
to other state agencies, and two other 
institutions: have ceased operation. 

The department is now able .to con- 


centrate efforts and money to improve its 
social services to young people and their 
families. In particular, greater effort is 
being made'to find the abused or neglected 
child, to help that family and, if necessary, 
to secure a new home for the child. Along 
with other new initiatives, the department 
has established a 24-hour toll-free line for 
reporting child abuse And neglect. 

Departmental appropriations this year 
total $178 million; $56 million of that is for 
operating costs, and the other $122 million 
is used for awards and grants to outside 
agencies or individuals who provide day 
care and such purchase care services as 
foster homes, counseling, homemaker 
services, adoption services,. institutions 
and group home care, and reim- 
bursements to counties.

The Department of Children and Family 
Services separates spending between 
seven programs—protective services, 
family maintenance, substitute care, 
adoptions, services to unmarried mothers, 
child and family development, and support 
services. 

Ultimate goal for each child in substitute 
care is the establishment of a permanent, 
secure and nurturing living situation until 
he or she can return home. When it proves 
impossible to return a child home and 
ensure his or her safety, steps are taken to 
create a new permanent family through’ 
adpption. 

child and family development services 
refer primarily to provision of day care to 
youngsters from low-income families, 
families on public assistance, and mobile 
migrant families ‘ 

Family maintenance services make 
extensive use of homemakers, caretakers, 
advocates and counseling within homes. 

Adoption services include pre- 
placement and ~post-placement adoptive 
counseling for both the child and 
prospective parents, and recruitment of 
adoptive homes; 475 adoptions were 
consummated in the past year. 

Services to unmarried mothers extend 
help in planning for the well-being of the 
child and the financial problems related to 
a pregnancy, Included are case 
management and support, counseling, 
medical and remedial care, and personal 
and physical maintenance.

Bolstered by the other elements of the 
multi-pronged approach, the state’s 
protective services seek to do just that— 
protect children who are too small and 
immature to defend.their own right to 
physical and emotional well-being. 

It is not hard to feel outrage and even 
loathing toward those adults who fail to 
show basic respect and concern for little 
ones, We still recall the inquest testimony 
at Which the father described his belt- 
wielding “discipline” of a toddler whose 
repeated bruises ended in death. 

But the situation is so diverse and the 
problem so vast that anger alone is not 
going to provide a remedy 

The state government cannot provide a 
full solution, but in this instance obviously 
can and must play an important role. 

Most of all, each individual needs to give 
the topic high priority and do all within his 
power to quickly and decisively reduce 
abusive behavior. 


Continuing fight for freedom as Memorial Day nears 


Guest comment by Nathaniel Weyl, 
author of “Red Star Over Cuba’”—As 
Memorial Day 1981 approaches, 
spotlighting our war dead, Americans’ 
thoughts dwell on the continuing fight for 
freedom. 

Reagan administration spokesmen have 
made it clear they are prepared to deploy 
American power in the Western 
Hemisphere to maintain free societies 
jeopardized by Castro Communism. 

The immediate battleground, the most 
exposed tentacle of. the’ Soviet-Cuban 
‘ectopus, is El Salvador. 

An American military expert who joined 
Salvadorean forces recently in the field 
says the Marxist’ insurgents can be 
defeated, provided their weapon supply 
lines through Honduras and Nicaragua are 
choked off. U.S. military aid is designed to 
assure that this will occur. 

The center of infection for this and 
similar movements of terror and genocide 
in the Americas is the Castro dictatorship 
in Cuba. Reports reaching Florida and 
Washington suggest that this regime has 
never been weaker than it is today, except 
for the massive aid it gets from Russia. 

When he seized power in 1959, Castro 
inherited a relatively civilized, prosperous 
country. Most types of food were abun- 
dant, and medical care was good. Public 
education was well above the Latin 
American average. Newspapers and trade 
unions flourished. 

In a 1956 report on Cuba, the U. S 
Department of Commerce concluded that 
Cuban national income had reached levels 
which gave the Cuban people ‘‘one of the 
highest standards of living in Latin 
America.”’ 

During 22 years of misrule, Fidel Castro 
has transformed this once-thriving 
country into a concentration camp whose 
inmates live on limited rations. Poverty 
and malnutrition are the rule, except 
among Marxist bureaucrats and. their 
Soviet military, police and economic 


advisers. 

Even basic necessities-are rationed. 
Instead of exchanging relative freedom for 
plenty, the Cuban people lost both. 

With discontent rising, the Castro 
mystique requires victories abroad to 
compensate for the scarcity, squalor and 
police-state terror at home. However, the 
tide has turned. 

The pro-Castro regime in Jamaica was 
voted out by the electorate, and that island 
republic.is now committed to capitalism 
and freedom. 

The Communist assault on El Salvador 
is failing. 

Castro, meanwhile, has sent tens of 
thousands of young Cubans to fight and die 
in African wars that advance Soviet in- 
terests but that have nothing to do with 
Cuba. 

In short, he is exporting young soldier’s 
lives to Moscow in return for his subsidies 
from the Kremlin. 

Desertions of Cuban troops in Africa 
from combat and support units have oc- 
curred on a much larger scale than is 
generally believed, and are increasing. 
Some of-the deserters make their way to 
Portugal and form nuclei of potential 
military resistance to Castro. 

The Cuban government has tried to 
screen returning troops frome 3 
supervised contacts with the n 
people. Efforts to hide the numan cost of 
these African operations have largely been 
frustrated by the. underground Cuban 
grapevine. 

In addition to these developments, a 
decisive new element in the Cuban and 
Latin American situation is the change in 
the administration of the United States 
government. 

Aided by moral support from America, 
the Cuban people now have a renewed 
hope of establishing a free society. If they 
succeed, there would be added security for 
the cause of freedom. throughout. our 
hemisphere.

Farewell to penny 
parking meters?

Prepare for more pennies 
jangling in your pockets, 
Bubble gum machines and 
parking meters are about the 
only machines you can use a 
penny in these days, and 
both of those are in danger. 

The Granite City Council 
Tuesday night took under 
advisement a suggestion 
that the penny parking 
meters downtown be 
replaced with machines 
which accept only nickles 
and dimes. Nickle only. 
machines already have been 
placed around the city hall 
building and revenues there 
have increased because 
persons who only ran inside 
to buy a city sticker or take 
care of other business 
requiring only a few minutes 
had to put a nickle in the 
meter, rather than the penny 
which would give 12 minutes 
in conventional meters 
downtown. 

Alderman Everett Morlen 
of the First Ward suggested 
Tuesday night that the 


council consider changing all 
of the downtown parking 
meters from ones using 
pennies, nickles and dimes to 
meters acceping only nickles 
and dimes. 

He said he has been told it 
would cost only $9 to convert 
each meter and the 
policemen who collect the 
money from the meters 
would not have to spend a 
great deal of their time 
dealing with pennies. 

“I think they (the nickle 
and dime meters) would pay 
for themselves in no time,” 
Morlen predicted. 

The council agreed to refer 
the issue to its traffic 
committee for study and a 
recommendation. 

Fortunately, the bubble 
gum vending machines in 
the city are not owned by the 
government. There still are 
machines which will give 
you something for a penny. 
Remember when you used to 
get two pieces of gum from a 
penny machine? Now you 
get one.

Many of 
the Poppies sold brought more than the ten cents asked for them. In the 
neighborhood of $370 was received from the sale.

Court delays penalize, frustrate 
witnesses and aid law violators 


To the Editor: 

I would like to comment on 
the:court system in Granite 
City. 

My case started in 
January of this year. My 
husband beat me with a tire 
tool and dumped me and my 
four-year-old daughter in my 
sister's front yard in the cold 
night, with just the clothes on 
our backs. 

I received medical 
treatment that night, and 
also signed a complaint at 
the police station. 

The next night, at 4 a.m., 
my husband came back to 
my sister's house and pushed 
his way inside. 

He started a fight with her 
husband and kicked her 
furniture around. 

The police were called, 
and they came to the house 
and arrested him for 
criminal trespass and 
battery. 

My brother-in-law signed 
the complaints at that time. 

By six that morning, he 
was already out of jail and 
making threatening ‘and 
obscene phone calls to my 
sister's house. 

She called the police again, 
and they came back and 
even talked to him on her 
phone and told him to stop 
harassing her. 

She then signed a com- 
plaint for telephone 


harassment. By this time, he 
had five charges against 
him. 

In the meantime, the case 
has come to court, about 
three or four times. 

Each time it is scheduled, 
my sister, her husband, and I 
all have to go to court, but 
my husband doesn’t bother 
to show up. 

They always tell us that if 
we don’t come in, the 
charges will be dropped. 

My brother-in-law has to 
miss work to go in for this 
charade. 

The courtroom at Granite 
City looks like a three-ring 
circus. Nobody knows what 
is going on. 

The judge, prosecutor and 
lawyers all act like it is a big 
joke. 

About half of the defen- 
dants don’t show up, and 
nobody seems to care, 

If continuances are 
granted, the defendants and 
their lawyers know about it 
ahead of time. But nobody 
bothers to inform the wit- 
nesses : 

And if a witness calls the 
day before court to find out if 
a continuance has been 
asked for, they are told that 
they must show up whether 
the defendant does or not, or 
their charges against him 
will be dropped. 

* It is no wonder that so 


many crimirials are on the 
streets in this town. 

A lot of it is because the 
witnesses against them 
cannot afford to miss work 
all the time to show up for 
court, when nothing is ever 
done anyway.

Opposes income tax for schools 


To the Editor: 

Because of my concern 
over recent legislation 
proposed in the Illinois 
Senate, to change the tax 
revenue for local school 
districts from real estate 
taxes to a local income tax, I 
have written my senator and 
representatives _ soliciting 
their support for the defeat 
of this legislation. 

I believe this legislation 
would prove to be unfair to 
the average taxpayer. 

It also would not guarantee 
any longtime reduction in 
real estate taxes., 

Other taxing bodies would 
pick up the amount realized 
from the removal of the 
school district tax from the 
real estate taxes. In the long 
run, you would have to pay 
higher real estate taxes plus 
the additional local income 
tax being advocated. 

I have attached a copy of 
the letter and hope it can be 
printed in the Forum of your 
newspaper so that other 
people may be aware of this 
legislation.

Legislators, I sincerely 
hope you vote against the 
Senate bill introduced by 
Sen. George Sangmeister 
that calls for a statewide 
referendum for the 
establishment of a local 
income tax levy of 2.64 
percent for individuals, and 
4.22 percent for cor- 
porations, for the financing 
of school districts. a 

I believe if this bill is sent 
to the voters it will be 
passed, due to the efforts of 
the groups who may benefit. 

I feel the tax rates 
proposed are excessive for 
the people who would be 


most affected by them. 

For example, I live in a 
modest home in Granite 
City. The amount of property 
tax paid for the school 
district last year was ap- 
proximately $300. 

If the tax for the school 
district were based on my 
annual income, as Sen. 
Sangmeister proposes, my 
taxes would be $660. 

Also, [ have two daughters 
who work, and their annual 
income is $7,000 to $8,000 
each. They would have to 
pay additional income taxes 
of $160 each. 

The total tax for our 
household under Sen. 
Sangmeister’s bill would be 
$980, versus $300 now being 
peid. 

I feel this increase would 
place an unfair burden on 
people such as us, especially 
our young adults who are 
just entering the work force 
and have a modest income. 

I know my daughters have 


a rough time already without 
having additional tax bur- 
dens. s ie 

I realize that the 
bey large families, will 
welcome the tax proposal 
because they won't have to 
pay any significant increase 
in taxes. 

It will also be a saving for 
large land owners. 

But must the middle in- 
come, smaller - families 
continue to pay more and 
more of the burden? 

The retired, and others, 
have real estate tax relief 
available to them now — the 
Homestead Act, Senate Bill 
1790, etc, 

I don’t believe a change 
from real estate taxes, to 
local. income taxes, for 
school district revenue 
would be in the best interest 
of the taxpayers. +t 

I hope all will give this 
careful consideration when 
this bill is voted on.

Chyzowych resigns 
as national coach 


NEW YORK Walt 
Chyzowych, the United 
States National Coach and 
Director of Coaching, will 
resign following the FIFA 
World Youth Championship 
in October, the United States 
Soccer Federation 
nounced today 

Chyzowych, who joined the 
Fedeation in the dual 
capacity as National Coach 
and Director of Coaching in 
1976, cited “a desire to 
pursue other opportunities” 
as the reason for his 
decision. No plans have been 
announced by the Federation 
with regard to Chyzowych’s 
successor. 

In accepting Chyzowych’s 
resignation, the USSF Board 
of Directors acknowledged 
the progress during his 
tenure, noting the 
development of the U.S. 
national program and the 
success of the national 
coaching schools 

“We are indebted to Walt 
for bringing the Federation 
and our national teams in- 
ternational recognition and 
wish him the very best in 
whatever pursuit he un- 
dertakes,”’ said President 
Gene Edwards. “We know 
the work he has done will 
bear fruit in the years ahead 
and we will continue to look 
to him for help in our efforts 
of making soccer .a major 
national sport.’ 

Chyzowych, 44, will con- 
tinue to prepare the National 
Youth Team for the FIFA 
World Youth Championship 
for the Coca-Cola Cup, to be 
played Oct. 3-18 in Australia, 
and direct the USSF 
National Coaching Schools 
during the summe! c 

In explaining his decision 
to step down, Chyzowych 
said: “After five years as 
U.S. National Coach, I have 
exhausted my energies in 
that direction and feel I 
whould: pursue other op- 
portunities at this time 


“The question resigning 
has been on my mind for 
some time. It was a ‘difficult 
decision to make since 
having the opportunity 

serve as U.S. National Coach 


“has been the greatest honor 


bestowed ‘upon me as a 
coach. I derived a great deal 
of satisfaction working with 
American coaches and 
players. I honestly believe 
the quality of American 
soccer and the abilities of the 
American soccer player will 
eventually surpass every 
country in the workd.’” 

In Chyzowych’s five-year 
tenure as National Coach, 
national. teams engaged in 
the most aggressive in- 
ternational program in U.S: 
history. Under leader- 
ship, the National Youth 
Team qualified for the FIFA 
World Youth Championship 
last summer, the national 
amateur team qualified for 
the 1979 Pan American 
Games and the Olympic 
Team was successful in 
landing a berth in the 1980 
Moscow Games. Though 
reaching the final round of 16 
nations for only the second 
time, the U.S. was deprived 
of participating because of 
the ' Presidential-ordered 
boycott. 

The National Team, 
however, was unsuccessful 
in its bids to qualify for the 
1978 FIFA World Cup in 
Argentina and the 1982 FIFA 
World Cup in Spain. The U.S. 
was eliminated by Canada 
and Mexico during the 
CONCACAF Northern Zone 
preliminary qualification 
round on both occasions. 

Chyzowych, who came to 
the Federation after a 
successful 12-year collegiate 
coaching career at 
Philadelphia Textile, 
became the second full-time 
National Coach in July, 1976. 
He succeeded West German 
Dettmar Cramer, who 
served in the position for

only four months after being 
named this country’s first 
full-time National Coach and 
Director of Coaching 

In an attempt to improve 
the fortunes of the national 
program, having shown 
minimal progress in the 
years prior, U.S. teams 
participated in over 100 
international matches, more 
than in any other period.

Legislation and policies backed by 
Governor James R. Thompson not only 
are shrinking state’ tax support of 
schools but also are threatening schoo) 
districts’ ability to generate local 
revenue, Granite City School Supt. B. J 
Davis said Friday. 

In a letter to legislators, the 
superintendent asserted that. pending 
legislation could reduce annual 
statewide school revenue by 4p 
estimated $312 million to $327 million, 
including a loss of more than $1,300,000 
for ‘the Granite City community unit 
school system. 

Under attack are the property tax on 
real estate, the portion of the corporate 
income tax that replaced the corporate 
personal property tax, and the levef of 
fundirig for general and mandated 
educational programs, Supt. Davis 
said. 

“Categorical programs are not being 
adequately funded and the talk of en- 
ding some of the mandates has not been 
acted upon,” he commented. “This is 
forcing more of the burden onto local 
taxes,” 

Davis cited: 

Illinois House Bill 1147, limiting 1981 


“Your Weekend Shopping Friend” 
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property taxes, $179 million impact 
statewide, including $650,000 here. 

HB 1506, reducing the replacement 
tax rate, $48 million loss statewide and 
$651,000 in Granite City. 

HB 900, an investment tax credit 
affecting the replacement tax, $40 
million to $55 million statewide and at 
least $32,500 here. 

The local superintendent also is 
concerned about a freeze on income tax 
revenue sharing. Proposed in the 
governor's budget revisions, the freeze 
would have a statewide impact totaling 
$24 million. 

‘And Gov. Thompson’s recommended 
reduction in his education funding 
budget is projected at $21 million across 
the state, Davis added. 

‘The governor originally proposed $90 
million in new revenue for elementary 
and secondary s¢hools but later 
trimmed this to $69 million, of which 
only $24 million would be used for 
general aid.to schools, Supt. Davis said, 
commenting that this and proposed 
property tax limitations would prevent 
school districts from keeping pace with 
inflation and with the normal growth in 
each community 

Many of the proposed new state laws 
filso threaten the financia) stability of

non-school taxing bodies, including 
cities and townships, Davis believes. 

Although some of Thompson's stands 
are linked to budget-balancing efforts 
in a time of economic recession, the 
superintendent said, others would not 
provide ‘‘a penny of state revenue" but 
rather would restrict what 
mental entities can obtain from their 


govern-. 


own area’s homes and businesses. 
Such policies might seem appealing 
to hard-pressed taxpayers--and might 
be popular for a limited time, perhaps 
extending through the 1982 election 
campaign—but their effect. on the 
caliber of community governmental 
services could be disastrous, Davis is 
convinced. i

6 exemptions ease part of the 
pain of paying property taxes 


The exemptions can be helpful, but 
they are not automatic. It is up to home 
owners, and sometimes renters, to file 
applications in order to ‘obtain the 
exemptions for which they are eligible. 

AS nota in the last issue of the Press 
Record, thousands of Madison County 
taxpayers are seeking assessment 
revonsideration by the Board of 
Review. 

The board has held more than 7,000 
hearings, and the total is expected to 
reach 9,000 before the annual 
preparation of tax bills begins this 
summer. Many of those unhappy with 
their valuations are from Nameoki 
Township and Granite City. 

Bach of the 24 townships in Madison 
County was set up as an assessment 
district. State law now requires 
townships with less than 1,000 residents 
to electian assessor ‘in conjunction with 
an adjacent township; as a result, Leef 
and New Douglas townships jointly 
form a single assessment district. 

Each district elects its assessor, but 
Hamel Township has none because no 
one has indicated he or she wants the 
job. 

An ‘assessor has a duty to adjust 
assessments each year to the ap- 
proximate level of assessments in his 
district, taking into account inflation, 
building modernizations or additions, 
and changes in the use of property. 

‘The jassessor usually seeks to view 
any property before changing its 
assessment. The law requires him or 
her to view all properties every fourth 
year for the quadrennial reassessment 

Supervisor of Assessments James 
Barton is appointed by the Madison 
County Board. Other key officials in the 
taxing) process include County Clerk 
Evelyn Bowles and County Treasurer 
Michael Henkhaus, both of whom are 
elected, and the appointive three 
member Board of Review, Robert 
Harris, Fred Finck and Terry! Francis 
Each af the latter three is a real estate 
broker. 

In aj booklet he has written, and in 
talks to almost daily gatherings of 
property’ owners assembled for 
hearings, Francis notes that Barton 
“has the duty to review assessments set 
by lall assessors in the county, and to 
fnake changes if he finds err 

“Since thepe are 108,491 parcels of 
property in Madison County and no one 
can review all of these valuations every 
year, |the supervisor of assessments 
limits |his review to the areas where 
there are more obvious errors than in 
other areas. 

“The Board of Review has the duty to 
adjust/any assessment errors called to 
its) attention. We ask Mr. Barton to 
reassess all of certain townships where 

_ the valuations appear to be grossly 
unequal. 

The law requires the supervisor of 
assessments and members of the Board 
of Review to pass a test showing their 
abilit} to appraise real estate. 

“The law now requires some elected 
assessors to be certified Illinois 
assessment _officials, meaning they 
Taust have completed certain course 


work—given or sponsored by’ the 
Illinois Department of Revenue—to get 
on the ballot. These courses are 
available to all asséssment officials.”’ 

Even with the training and ex- 

perience requirements for the elected 
and appointed people who judge 
property values, are home, store and 
factory sments actually correct 
and fair? If so, why are thousands of 
hearings necessary? 
1, Francis answers, “An assessment 
‘official is doing his job when he 
assesses everyone by the same stan- 
dard—by the same yardstick as 
everyone else. 

“Except in the case of farm land and 
farm buildings, that standard is the fair 
cash market value. - . 

“Market value is the price you should 
have to pay for your property if you 
purchased it today. It isn’t necessarily 
what you did pay for your property. 

“You may have spent too much 
improving your property. You may 
have bought property next door to 
expand your business—and paid a 
premium for it, more than the market 
generally would pay. 

“To live next door to your mother, 
you may have paid more for a house 
than it should be sold for. Because of 
some hidden defect, you may have paid 
more for a home than it is worth. 

“Speculators in real estate 
developers may pay less than 
general market. 

“Tt isn't what you paid for the 
property, but what the market 
generally would pay, that determines 
its value. 

“We on the review board have met 
many dedicated assessors. They want 
to be helpful and to treat everyone as 
they themselves like to be treated—the 
Golden Rule. 

“They are aware that, often, even 
experts don’t agree on what a par- 
ticular property is worth. So, they are 
always seeking more knowledge. 

“Expert opinion is the ultimate tool 
Even a good assessor occasionally may 
have a poor result, but most of his 
assessments will be fair. 

“A way to measure bad assessment 
practices is to look at the sale and 
assessment ratio in your /township. 
Notice whether the assessments are 
clustered clgsely, or not closely, around 
the median. If there is a wide range, 
your assessor isn’t doing his job. 

“When a property sells, the person 
recording the deed must file a real 
estate transfer declaration stating the 
sale price. The ratio that the 
assessment bears to the sale price is the 
sales ratio. 

“Not all sales are used in computing 

the ratio. Sales to neighbors and 
relatives are not considered. 
« “The middle or, mean ratio is con- 
sidered the level of assessment of a 
‘township. In townships with fewer than 
25 usable sales in a year, the sales are 
supplemented by appraisals. 

“If someone’s property is left off the 
books or is assessed far below its value, 
you and I pay his taxes; because he is 
assessed too,fow, total valuations are 


and 
the 


lower and our tax rates are higher 

“Property record cards and all 
assessment records are public. You 
may see your own or your neighbor's. 
The quality depends on their com- 
pleteness and accuracy. 

“Whose duty is it to report someone 
who is assessed too low, or who is left 
off the books completely? We think it is 
everyone's duty as a citizen. 

“All have a duty to make the system 
work as fairly as possible for all of us. If 
you know about an improper 
assessment, let a Board of Review 
member know.” 

Another duty is to strive for the right 
assessment of one’s own property, and 
part of this involves filing for 4xemp- 
tions. } 

One action that nearly every Madison 
County home owner may/ wish to 
consider taking now is to submit the 
1981 application for partial exemption 
under Senate Bill 1790 (reduction of 
owner-occupied residential real estate 
up to $3,000 assessed valuation). 

Forms given out at hearings last 
week compare the 1977 and 1981 
assessed values and provide an 
exemption for up to $3,000 of the in- 
flation-related assessmentyincrease 
during that period of time. 

Francis comments, “About 10 per- 
cent of the home owners having Board 
of Review hearings who are otherwise 
qualified for Bill 1790 exemption 
receive no exemption because they 
were: overassessed to begin with and 
have been left at or cut back to the 1977 
level 

“Another 30 percent do not get a large 
1790 exemption for the same reason. 

“Those people find that their tax bills 
are higher because of the exemption. 
Why? Total assessed values are 
reduced in each taxing district by the 
total amount of the exemptions. When 
the valuations are lower, tax rates 
usually are higher if the budget 
remains the same 

“Another problem with 1790 is that 
not everyone entitled to it gets it. The 
asséssment cutback must be applied 
for, since there is no other way we can 
tell that a property is eligible. 

“Many fail to receive the exemption 
because they don’t know about it. And 
some who are entitled to it don’t get it 
because of administrative error; they 
have applied, but the reduction just 
doesn’t get on their tax bill. 

“Besides these inequities, 1790 is 
expensive to administer. Extra per- 
sonnel are needed in the various 
assessing offices, at the review board, 
in the clerk’s office and in the 
treasurer's office. 

“Estimates of its cost countywide 
range from $250,000 to $500,000 a year. 

“We question this use of our tax 
dollars, becatise the same goal could be 
achieved in other ways. If the 
legislature thinks residential properties 
should be assessed lower than other 
property, it could assess homes at 30 or 
25 percent of value instead of 33 1-3. 
This kind of law would be easier to 
administer. less expensive; and fairer.

Transit board OKs | 


bus service changes

Additional trips will be 
added to the Collinsville- 
Edwardsville bus route to St. 
Louis when the Collinsville- 
Caseyville. route is 
eliminated July 6. 

That was the  an- 
nouncement Friday from 
Susan Schold, manager of 
the Madison County Mass 
Transit District. 

The number of additional 
trips has not yet been 
determined, Mrs. Schold 
said. That change is 
designed as a convenience 
for residents who now use 
the Collinsville-Caseyville 
route, she said. 

The transit board Friday 
in a meeting in Granite City 
formally approved service 
changes that had been an- 
nounced earlier this month 
by the Bi-State Development 
Agency. 

The Collinsville-Caseyville 
line is the only bus. serving 
St. Clair as well as Madison 
County that is "being 
eliminated, Mrs. Schold 
said. The reason the transit 
board does not want to 
support the line is that it is of 
minimal benefit to Madison. 
County residents, she said, 

All fares collected in St. 
Clair County on inter-county 
lines will be credited to the 
Madison County Transit 
District as part of its local 
contribution to the bus 
operations, 


A few minor schedule 
changes may be made on 
routes serving Madison 
County as a result of the 
closing of Bi-State garages in 
East St. Louis and Belleville. 
Buses serving this area will 
come out of the Hall Street 
garage in North St. Louis 
starting in July. 

Other proposed service 
changes are being 
evaluated. Some could take 
effect as early as September. 
One proposal would 
eliminate the bus to Fair- 
mount Park Racetrack from, 
St. Louis. That bus, as well 
as the Muny Opera bus 
serving Alton and Granite 
City, is being continued for 
the time being, at least at the 
insistence of the transit 
board. : 

A possible change the 
transit district manager will 
evaluate would provide 
direct service to the Metro- 
East Lutheran High School 
in Edwardsville. The bus on 
the Collinsville-Edwards- 
ville line would be diverted 
to stop at the high school, she 
said. 

Transit board member 
Paul Schuler, mayor of 
Granite City, asked her to 
also see if it would be 
feasible to provide service to 
that’ high school from 
Granite City. 

In other action Friday: 

— Transit board chairman 
Bill Haine of Alton said he 


would request an immediate 
study of the feasibility of Bi- 
State opening a garage in’ 
Madison County, since the 
two in St. Clair County are to 
be closed. 

Haine said such a garage 
would cut the cost of bus 
service here by eliminating 
the dead time that will exist 
when buses have to come 
from north St. Louis. 

Haine noted that property 
at Illinois Route 111 and 
Interstate 270 already has 
been listed as a_ possible 
garage site by Bi-State. 

Darryl Thompson of Bi- 
State said the Ill-270 site has 
been on the bottom of the 
priority list for new garages. 
He added, however, that the 
Hall Street garage is tem- 
porary, making additional 
garage facilities a necessity. 

— The board voted to ask 
Bi-State to make job ap- 
plications available at all 
city halls and the county 
courthouse in Madison 
County. " 

Schuler said he was upset 
at the present imbalance in 
the residericy of Bi-State 
employees. St, Clair County 
has ‘a 498-128 advantage, he 
said. 

Thompson agreed more 
places are needed since Bi-

Insect stings 
can be fatal 


With the return to outdoor 
activities ‘this spring comes 
once again the hazard of 
bees and wasps. 

For most, the venom of a 
Stinging insect hurts and is 
annoying) but is not a seious 
health problem. 

For some, the bee sting 
can kill, Those are the in- 
dividuals who are allergic to 
stings. 

Insect stings cause more 
deaths yearly than snake 
bites, says the American 
Medical Association's 
Handook of First Aid and 
Emergency Care. 

The most common stinging 
insects are bees, hornets, 
wasps, yellow jackets, 
bumble bees and fire ants. 

The sting causes pain, 
swelling, redness, itching 
and burning. 

If stung by a honey bee, 
carefully remove the stinger 
by gently. scraping ‘with a 
Knife blade or finger nail. 
Wash with soap and water. 

Place ice wrapped in cloth 
or cold compresses on the 
sting area. 

Soothing lotions such as 
calamine or ‘a paste of 
baking soda and a little 
water are often helpful in 
relieving discomfort 

‘Those allergic to insect 
stings suffer from condition 
known as anaphylactic 
shock. 

It can occur sometimes 
from only. one sting if the 
victim has been stung 
previously. 

Insect sting shock symp- 
toms include severe swelling 
in other parts of the body, 
such as around the eyes, lips 
and tongue.

wheezing, severe itching, 
stomach cramps, nausea 
and vomiting, anxiety, 
difficulty lin breathing, 
dizziness, |collapse, un- 
consciousness and hives or 
rash ovér the body often 
follow quickly after the 
sting. 

It is important to open an 
airway and restore 
breathing. 

Some experts suggest 
using a tourniquet in severe 
reactions where life might be 
at stake. 

Emergency insect sting 
kits available only by 
prescription sometimes 
contain a tourniquet. It can 
be used only if the sting is on 
an arm or leg. 

Don’t tie it too tight, and 
loosen every five minutes 
until medical help arrives. A 
watchband or belt can serve 
as a tourniquet. 

Place cold compresses on 
the sting area. 

Keep the. victim lying 
down unless he is short of 
breath. Then let him sit up. 

Keep the victim quiet and 
confortable. If a first-aid kit 
for insect stings is available, 
use it according to the 
directions, the AMA says.

“If we keep Bill 1790, the Board of 
Review should be given authority to 
make adjustments so that the person 
overassessed in 1977 would be able to 
receive its benefits.” 

What are the other exemptions? 

“you may apply for the homestead 
exemption in January following your 
65th birthday (or your spouse’s 65th) 
and it applies to that year’s 
assessments. You pay taxes on that 
assessment about a year and a half 
later. 

“You must reapply every year. It 
reduces your assessment $1,500. 

“Regardless of your age, if you make 
improvements on your home which 
result in a higher assessment, you are 
eligible for a homestead .improvment 
exemption for the amount of that in- 
creased assessment up to $25,000 each 
year for four years. 

“To apply, submit copies of your bills 
with the appropriate form to the Board 
of Review. 

“The application may be picked up 
from your local assessor or from the 
supervisor of assessments office on the 
first’ floor of the old Bank of Edward- 
sville building across the street from 
the County Courthouse. The address is 
101 Purcell St., Edwardsville 62025 and 
the telephone number is 656-6305. The 
review board office is at the same 
address. 

“Circuit breaker is a form of direct 
tax relief, not an exemption of part of 
one’s assessment: This form may be 
picked up at the county clerk’s office on 
the second floor of the Courthouse, or at 
most senior citizen centers. 

“Circuit breaker provides that if a 
member of the family is over 65 and the 
total family income including pesnion 
income is under $12,000—or if a family 
member under 65 is permanently and 
totally disabled and the total family 
income is less than $12,000—one may 
apply to the state of Illinois for a rebate 
of all or part of his property taxes. 

“But circuit breaker does not work 
just for property owners. Qualified

people who rent their homes also may 
apply to have part of their rent at- 
tributable to property taxes refunded. 

“A widow disabled or over 65 who 
neither owns nor rents property, but 
who lives with her children or in a 
nursing home, also may apply to have a 
portion of her sales tax refunded. Most 
senior centers provide help in filling out 
the form. 

“Let’s not forget farm land and farm 
building exemptions. ' 

“The General Assembly has provided 
that farm assessments must be made 
by a different standard. 

“Other valuations are based on the 
value of the property in the market- 
place. Farm assessments are based on 
a complicated formula that considers 
the value of the land, its productivity 
and the value of what is produced on the 
land. r 

“Also, farm land assessments in 1980 
can be increased only eight percent 
over what they should have been in 
1977. Under this formula, farm land is 
assessed much lower than would 
otherwise be the case. 

“Farm buildings other than the home 
are assessed on their own value. A 
dairy barn no longer used wouldn't be 
assessed. If it were partly used, or used 
for another purpose, its assessment 
would be based on that use value. 
Unfortunately, use value is often quite 
difficult to set. 

“Farm homes are assessed at their 
fair cash market value, as any other 
home, and are entitled to the same 
exemptions as any other residence. 
Multipliers are also applied. to farm 
homes. 

“There also is a veterans’ exemption. 
Some disabled veterans for whom the 
government supplies housing are en- 
titled to a $30,000 exemption.’) 

Although they reduce the county’s 
overall assessed valuation to roughly a 

billion dollars, most exemptions are not 
resented by the Board of Review, which 
nevertheless points out the cost to 
administer them.

"Exemptions and direct tax relief are 
legitimate methods of making social 
adjustments in our tax structure,” 
Francis believes. 

“The ‘homestead exemption and 
circuit breaker, for instance, help. 
people in their senior years, when in- 
come is limited, to remain in their 
homes. This benefits everyone by 
bolstering our neighborhoods. 

“] personally think that these types of 
tax relief should be made available to 
widows who have been homemakers all 
their lives and who have little ability to 
earn a living in the job market. But 
assessment officials cannot make 
social adjustments in assessments. 

“The only people who can do this are 
our legislators. Those who disagree 
with some of the present adjustments, 
or think there should be still other 
adjustments, may want to let their 
legislators know of their views. 

“I: referred earlier-to multipliers. A 
multiplier is a percentage increase in 
all assessments within an assessment 
area—a township, or a county. A 
negative multiplier is a percentage 
decrease in all assessments within an 
area. 

“The state uses multipliers’ to bring 
one county in line with another when it 
distributes state school funds, highway 
funds, and public aid. Part of the for- 
mulas for state fund distribution 
depends on the assessed valuation in 
each county. 

‘The Board of Review redistributes 
the state multiplier—it has been 1 for 
this county for a number of years— 
between the various townships to bring 
them to a common level of assessment 
within the county 

“The goal of these multipliers is a 
fairer distribution of the tax burden.”” 

Is fairness being achieved? 


Review board members agree that it 


isn’t being fully attained, but say they 
have made a number of procedural 
changes over the years to move ever 
closer to their ideal—perfection in 
property valuation.
